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For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  South  African  Mission,  members  and 
missionaries  from  the  Union  and  Southern  Rhodesia,  met  in  a  ten  day  "talk-fest," 
and  it  proved  to  be  a  worthwhile  assemblage. 

The  arrival  of  the  missionary  group  consisting  of  Supervising  Elders  and 
Branch  Presidents  on  the  25th  of  November,  started  the  Convention  machine  in 
motion,  and  the  three  public  meetings  on  the  following  Sabbath  day  were  filled 
with  voiced  expressions  of  Gospel  truths  by  the  visiting  Eldrrs. 

Classes  conducted  by  the  Mission  Presidency  for  the  twenty  three  missionaries  in 
attendance  occupied  the  time  for  the  next  two  d:ys,  and  pertinent  miss'onar\^ 
problems  were  discussed. 

The  "member-invasion,"  composed  of  Branch  and  District  officers  from  all 
parts  of  South  Africa  gradually  gained  momentum,  and  by  Wednesday  afternoon 
the  thirty  members  were  in  their  place  with  the  missionaries  to  re:eive  the  instruction 
in  store  for  them. 

Administrative  problems  of  Branch  and  District  leaders  were  brought  to  light  in 
the  classes  during  the  remainder  of  the  week,  and  all  those  in  attendance  received 
an  unloading  of  wise  counsel  which  will  prove  beneficial  to  all. 

The  feeling  of  brotherly  love  and  comradeship,  which  marked  the  convention 
throughout,  was  shown  during  the  several  social  activities  of  ^^he  week.  The  Cape 
Elders  showed  their  basketball  prowess  on  Mondav  night  by  defeatmg  a  team  from 
"up-country"  by  a  score  of  41-29.  The  recreation  evening  on  Wednesday  night 
gave  budding  friendships  a  chance  to  grow  as  the  facilities  of  "Cumoreh"  were 
put  to  use.  The  humorous  talents  of  both  members  and  missionaries  were  displayed 
in  Thursday  night's  concert,  and  the  varied  programme  of  skits,  music,  and 
comedy,  were  enjoyed  by  a  most  appreciative  sudicnce. 

The  spiritual  highlight  of  the  conference  came  during  the  seven  hours  of 
Testimony  bearifig,  and  each  delegate  expressed  the  deepest  feelings  of  his  heart. 

The  desires  of  the  inner  man  were  satisfied  each  noon-day  when  meals  pre- 
pared by  Sister  Wright  and  Sister  Yarn  and  their  helpers  were  enjoyed. 

Good  eats  and  good  laughs  at  the  Saturday  night  banquet  climaxed  the  social 
events  and  a  full  evening's  entertainment  was  provided  for  the  hundred  gu.sts. 

The  member-delegates  addressed  the  congregations  at  the  four  meetings  held 
in  the  Mowbray  Branch  Chapel  on  Sunday,  and  they  were  a  fitting  conclusion  to 
a  week  of  constructive  and  co-operative  activities  between  members,  missionaries, 
and  Mission  officers  of  the  South  African  Mission. 
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FOR  THE  LAST  ten  years,  mis- 
sionaries of  the  Argentine  Mis- 
sion have  participated  in  basket- 
ball and  track  activities,  especially 
in  the  University  city  of  La  Plata. 

This  year  was  no  exception, 
when  Elder  Calvin  Clark,  repre- 
senting the  "  Club  Estudiantes," 
entered  the  high  jump  event  In 
an  indoor  meet  and  broke  the 
Argentine   record  for  this   event. 

It  was  through  friendships 
gained  in  this  and  similar  activi- 
ties that  the  use  of  the  club's 
modern  gymnasium  was  obtained 
free  of  charge  for  their  annual 
Gold   and  Green  Ball. 

The  Ball  was  attended  by  the 
Mission  President  Harold  Brown 
and  his  wife,  and  First  Counselor 
Samuel  Boren  and  Mrs.  Boren, 
who  enjoyed  the  beauties  of  the 
occasion. 

ONE  HUNDRED  years  ago  the 
French  mission  received  its  first 
missionary.  John  Taylor,  and  it 
was  through  his  efforts  that  the 
first  Church  publication  in  France 
got  its  start.  "L"  Etoille  du 
Deseret,"  the  name  of  the  publica- 
tion at  that  time,  has  now  been 
shortened  to  just  *L'  Etoille."  and 
the  paper  has  grown  steadily  over 
the  years. 

Many  new  changes  have  taken 
place  in  this  French  magazine,  in- 
cluding new  cover  designs,  made 
by  missionary  artists,  who  have 
used  their  best  talents  to  improve 
the  appearance  of  that  part  of  the 
paper. 

Rising  production  costs  and 
meagre  circulation  have  created 
problems  in  finance,  that  have 
resulted  in  a  drive  for  more  sub- 
scribers. The  magazine  has  been 
"  rejuvenated  "  inside  and  out.  and 
has  extended  an  appeal  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  in  that  Mis- 
sion to  start  their  literary  mecha- 
nisms in  motion  and  contribute 
material  for  the  publication.  This 
will  accomplish  their  two-fold 
purpose  of  providing  reading  mate- 
rial for  the  Saints  in  the  French 
language  and  of  developing  the 
talents  of  the  members  in  that 
land. 

PRIMARIES  have  now  been 
organized  in  France  and  they  are 
giving  much  assistance  to  mission- 


ary activity  all  over  the  French 
Mission. 

There  have  been  Primaries  in 
Belgium  and  Switzerland  as  part 
of  the  Auxiliary  activities  of  their 
principal  branches,  but  these  are 
the  first  organizations  in  France. 

Most  of  the  Primaiy  children 
throughout  the  French  Mission 
are  non-members  and  this  assists 
the  missionaries  in  contacting 
parents.  These  children  have 
shown  much  interest  in  the  65 
page  booklet  that  has  been  mimeo- 
graphed and  arranged  by  Sister 
Virginia  Moyle.  daughter  of  Elder 
Henry  D.  Moyle  and  Sister  Moyle. 

The  book,  which  includes  sec- 
tions en  Things  to  Make.  Games. 
Poems.  Stories,  and  Flannel  Board 
Models,  was  prepared  after  her 
release  as  Mission  Primary  Super- 
visor, the  position  she  held  for 
the  last  year  of  her  Mission.

SIXTY  EAGER  young  children, 
along  with  a  goodly  number  of 
adults,  were  assembled  for  Sun- 
day School  in  Osaka,  Japan,  re- 
cently when  a  typhoon  struck  the 
city.  After  the  meeting  had 
ended,  the  Saints  waited  around 
for  the  120-mile  gale  to  subside, 
and  sang  hymns  and  told  stories. 

When  the  storm  was  at  its 
height  the  windows  were  smashed, 
and  straw  mats  had  to  be  nailed 
to  the  windows  to  keep  out  the 
driving  rain.  One  of  the  Japanese 
brethren  offered  a  prayer  for  the 
group,  and  it  was  then  that  the 
storm  abated. 

It  was  a  heart-breaking  scene 
of  a  treeless  neighbourhood  that 
met  their  eyes,  and  the  houses 
that  were  left  standing  were 
minus  windows  and  roofs.  The 
debris  in  the  streets  made  auto- 
mobile  traffic   almost   impo.ssible. 

After  witnessing  all  this  de- 
struction of  their  property,  the 
Saints  still  found  cause  to  give 
thanks  to  their  Father  in  Heaven, 
for  none  of  them  had  received  any 
injuries  during  this  wild  storm.

Quite  apart  from  the  spiritual  blessings  which  attend  members  of  the  Church, 
we  enjoy  many  material  privileges  and  opportunities  for  our  development.  Most 
Church  members,  at  one  time  or  other,  have  the  opportunity  to  serve  in  positions 
of  leadership  in  some  capacity.  Where  much  is  given,  much  is  expected,  and  we 
should  always  remember  that  leadership,  like  other  privileges,  demands  responsi- 
bilities. 

In  any  social  organization  there  must  be  both  leaders  and  followers.  Esch 
requires  particular  qualifications  and  skills  to  excell,  and  it  should  be  remembered 
that  all  of  us  are  sometimes  leaders  and  sometimes  followers.  The  opinion  is  often 
expressed  that  leaders  are  bom,  that  leadership  is  a  natural  gift  from  birth.  In 
contrast  to  this  thought,  however,  we  quote  from  the  celebrated  Henry  C.  Link, 
Ph.D.  who  made  a  careful  study  of  this  subject  and  then  wrote  a  book  entitled, 
"How  To  Acquire  The  Art  of  Leadership."  Dr.  Link  states,  "Now  psychologists 
have  found  that  leaders  are  not  bom,  the}^  are  made.  They  have  found  that  lecder- 
ship  consists  of  habits  and  skills  which  are  not  inherited  but  are  acquired  by  prac- 
tice; that  the  first  step  in  becoming  a  leader  is  to  become  a  good  follower,  a  good 
cooperator;  and  that  people  cannot  even  become  good  followers  until  they  have 
acquired  the  basic  habits  of  leadership.  They  have  discovered  that  all  people  must 
become  leaders  to  a  certain  extent  if  they  hope  to  be  happy  members  of  a  peaceful 
society. 

Leaders  acquire  the  right  habits  just  as  we  acquire  the  habits  of  speaking  and 
figuring  —  by  practice.  Most  people,  no  matter  what  their  inheritance,  can  acquire 
some  of  the  habits  of  leadership  ....  All  of  us  cm  be  leaders  some  of  the  time  if 
we  learn  to  be  good  followers  most  of  the  time." 

The  successful  leader  must  cultivate  many  abilities.  Among  other  things  he 
must  have: 

1.  Ability  to  inspire  others.  4.     Organizing  ability. 

2.  Initiative,  resourcefulness.  5.     Courage  to  make  decisions. 

3.  Spirit  of  cooperation.  6.     Foresight  instead  of  only  hindsight. 
It  is  a  well  known  fact  in  business  and  other  activities  that  the  best  manager 

is  not  the  one  who  does  all  the  work  himself.  This  is  also  true  in  connection  with 
leadership.  The  successful  leader  will  probably  work  the  hardest  but  he  will  find 
activity  for  all  associated  with  him. 

THE  LEADER 

The  boss  drives  his  men;  the  leader  coaches  them. 

The  boss  depends  upon  authority;  the  leader  on  good  will. 

The  boss  inspires  fear;  the  leader  inspires  enthusiasm. 

The  boss  says  "I,"  the  leader  says  "We." 

The  boss  assigns  the  tasks;  the  leader  sets  the  pace. 

The  boss  says,  "Get  here  on  time";  the  leader  gets  there  ahead  of  time. 

The  boss  fixes  the  blame  for  the  breakdown;  the  leader  fixes  the  breakdown. 

The  boss  makes  work  a  drudgery;  the  leader  makes  it  a  game. 

The  boss  says  "Go"  —  the  leader  says  "Let's  Go."  {Continued  on  page   192) 
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Before  the  Church  was  restored  in  these 
latter  days,  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  re- 
ceived instructions  on  the  organization  of 
its  members  and  their  respective  duties. 
This  revelation  has  been  recorded  in  the 
twentieth  section  of  the  Doctrine  and 
Covenants,  and  was  received  in  1830. 

Even  at  this  early  date,  the  importance 
of  teaching  the  Gospel  to  baptized  mem- 
bers was  realized  as  given  in  verses  53,  54, 
55  of  this  section. 

"The  teacher's  duty  is  to  watch  over  the 
church  always,  and  be  with  them  and 
strengthen  them; 

"And  see  that  there  is  no  iniquity  in  the 
church,  neither  hardness  with  each  other, 
neither  lying,  backbiting,  nor  evil  speak- 
ing; 

"And  see  that  the  church  meet  together 
often,  and  also  see  that  air  the  members 
do  their  duty." 

This  is  a  high  and  holy  calling.  The 
branch  teachers  are  the  organized  body 
whose  privilege  it  is  to  do  this  work,  but 
who  should  lead  out  in  this  branch  teach- 
ing? The  Melchizedek  Priesthood  Hand- 
book has  given  us  this  instruction: 

"Branch  teaching  is  a  priesthood  activity. 
All  members  of  the  priesthood  have  the 
responsibility  to  support  the  branch  teach- 
ing programme.  The  success  or  failure  of 
branch  teaching  depends  upon  the  intelli- 
gent, competent,  devoted  activity  of  the 
teachers.  Therefore  every  endeavour  must 
be  made  to  secure  the  best  men  for  this 
service.    Otherwise  it  cannot  prosper." 


The  worthy  members  of  the  priesthood 
must  lead  out  and  direct  this  work  of  ser- 
vice to  those  who  have  accepted  the  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ.  Through  this  activity, 
friendships  are  made  which  will  truly 
endure  the  test  of  time.  When  the  saints 
meet  together  in  their  homes  with  their 
families,  and  unite  themselves  in  prayer, 
they  will  receive  that  joy  which  comes 
from  doing  the  will  of  the  Father. 

The  service  we  render  to  others  is  the 
key  which  opens  the  hearts  of  men  and 
women,  and  allows  the  warmth  of  their 
affections  to  radiate  to  all  who  come  near. 

People  visited  appreciate  the  message 
that  is  brought,  and  also  the  friendly  asso- 
ciation that  always  accompanies  such 
gatherings.  In  an  atmosphere  so  simple 
and  serene,  the  gospel  message  gains  its 
desired  significance  and  those  who  teach, 
as  well  as  those  who  are  taught,  become 
edified.  Under  the  influence  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  indifference  and  lack  of  interest  can 
be  changed  to  renewed  enthusiasm  and 
activity  by  those  who  prove  themselves  to 
be  sincere  in  their  service. 

The  Apostle  James  said.  "Pure  religion 
and  undefiled  before  God  and  the  Father  is 
this.  To  visit  the  fatherless  and  widows  in 
their  affliction,  and  to  keep  themselves  un- 
spotted from  the  world."  (James  1:  27.) 

We  can  only  expect  the  love  of  God  to 
be  manifest  in  our  lives  to  the  same  extent 
that  we  let  our  love  and  friendship  extend 
to  others.

One  of  the  great  messages  of  divine  reve- 
lation is  that  of  the  emmanence  of  God.

See  that  the  glory  of  God  is  the 
controlling    influence    in    every    activity    of 


your  life  and  do  what  work  you  have  to  do, 
not  merely  for  recompense,  nor  simply  to 
please  your  masters,  but  to  give  glory  to 
God. 

Thus  shall  we  bring  our  lives  into 
harmony  with  the  emmanent  God.  In  that 
harmony  we  shall  find  power,  enrichment, 
and  true  success.  For  if  we  do  everything 
for  His  glor}^  then  we  shall  realize  the  truth 
of  Paul's  statement,  "It  is  God  that  worketh 
in  you,  both  to  will  and  to  do  of  His  good 
pleasure."  Thus  we  become  God's  work- 
manship, or  as  the  Greek  says,  "God's 
poem."  Our  lives  will  become  strong  and 
beautiful. 

But  the  benefit  will  not  be  in  ourselves 
only.  It  will  pervade  our  work  which  will 
be  done  better  because  we  shall  feel  that  we 
cannot  offer  less  than  our  best  to  God.  It 
will  become  more  significant  because  it  is 
offered  to  God.  It  will  not  be  effort  only; 
it  will  be  workmanship.

The  food  that  one  eats  over  a  period  of 
time  nourishes  the  body  and  supplies 
nutrients  for  growth,  repair,  and  mainten- 
ance. Breakfast  is  an  important  meal  be- 
cause the  body  has  been  without  food  for  ten 
to  fourteen  hours.  Food  of  the  right  kind 
is  ne.^ded  for  the  morning's  activities. 

The  following  observations  have  shown 
the  need  for  a  better  breakfast  campaign : 

1.  Many  working  girls  and  housewives 
become  tired,  restless,  hungry,  and  crave 
snacks  during  the  mid-morning  hours  when 
skipping  breakfast. 

2.  Too  many  individu£ls  take  a  mere 
glass  of  fruit  juice  or  milk,  and  sometimes 
a  roll  or  doughnut,  and  consider  this  a  good 
breakfast. 

3.  Man}/  teachers  report  that  some  child- 
ren come  to  s:hool  without  breakfast.  These 
children  tend  to  become  tired,  restless,  and 
inattentive  before  lunch  time. 

If  you  or  any  of  your  f Emily  members 
are  "breakfast  skippers,"  ask  yourselves 
why?  Then  proceed  to  rectify  the  mistake. 
These  may  b3  among  the  reasons: 

a.     In  a  hurry?     Not  enough  time?     Most 


people  would  have  time  to  prepare  and  eat 
breakfcst  if  they  got  up  a  little  earlier. 

b.  Not  hungry?  This  may  be  because 
the  Individual  has  improper  food,  fails  to 
get  excercise,  or  it  is  just  a  habit. 

c.  Afraid  of  getting  fat?  A  good  break- 
fast has  fewer  calories  than  candy,  cold 
drinks,   snd  pastries. 

d.  Dislike  of  breakfast  foods?  This  ma\- 
be  due  to  a  lack  of  variety  in  food  and 
preparation.  Eggs  and  milk  can  be  pre- 
pared in  many  different  ways  and  put  into 
many  different  breakfast  dishes. 

e.  Think  that  breakfast  is  not  as  im- 
portant as  other  meals?  Authorities  in  the 
field  of  nutrition  say  that  the  well-being  of 
individuals  can  be  harmed  by  skipping 
breakfast,  which  is  the  most  neglected  meal. 

There  is  no  arbitrary  list  of  foods,  but 
eggs,  milk,  cereal  and  fruit  are  good  choices. 

The  amount  or  size  of  breakfast  for  eacn 
individual  will  vary  with  age,  activity,  and 
conditions  of  the  individual,  but  the  kind  of 
food  and  the  method  of  preparation  need  not 
be  changed  for  every  member  of  the  family.

Sugar,  1  to  2  tablespoons 

Method:  Measure  flour,  sift,  measure  again  with  all  dry  ingredi- 
ents. Beat  eggs  until  light,  add  milk,  then  dry  ingredients, 
beating  all  the  while.  Then  add  melted  fat.  (Don't  add  fat 
when  hot.)  Bake  in  muffin  tins  in  quick  oven,  450-500  degrees. 
For  variety  use  half  white  andTialf  graham  flour;  or  whole 
wheat,  or  oats;  or  fold  in  1  cup  cooked  prunes  drained  and  cut; 
or  1  cup  raisins.

There  are, 
however,  some  who  won't  accept  responsibility.  They  are  inactive  and  frequently 
the  ones  who  fail  to  sustain  the  authorities.  Still  another  class  are  ambitious  for 
Church  positions  but  do  nothing  after  being  called  to  office.  We  should  not  stop 
with  the  appointment  but  must  produce  results.  It  is  a  privilege  to  be  called  to 
places  of  leadership,  but  as  always,  privilege  demands  responsibility.  The  greatest 
leader  ever  known,  referring  to  leadership,  said  "Whosoever  will  be  great  among 
you,  let  him  be  your  minister.  And  whosoever  will  be  chief  among  you,  let  him 
be  your  servant." 

In  Church  affairs  the  leader  must  always  s?rve  in  a  spirit  of  love  tnd  kindness. 
The  prophet  Joseph  Smith  stated,  "No  power  or  influence  can  or  ought  to  be 
maintained  by  virtue  of  the  Priesthood,  only  by  persuasion,  by  long  suffering,  by 
gentleness  and  meekness  and  by  love  unfeigned;  by  kindness,  and  pure  knowledge
